TO  BE  OR  NOT  TO  fife 

It  used  to  be  that  the  advice  given 
to  college  students  was,  "be  a snob.” 

Now  they  are  told  that  they  should 
assume  an  attitude  of  "unsnobish- 
ness.” 

A short  tim^  ago  Professor  Robert 
T.  Rogers,  of  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology,  encouraged  the  young 
men  to  be  snobbish,  maintaining  that 
they  must  envelop  themselves  in  a 
certain  amount  of  prestige  in  order 
to  remain  in  keeping  with  their  high 
standards  of  purpose. 

Recently  William  Butterworth,  of 
Washington  D.  C.,  President  of  the 
United  States  chamber  of  commerce, 
gave  his  advice  in  a lecture  to  the 
students  of  Boston  University. 

"One  of  the  worst  starting  points  a 
young  college  man  can  make  is  to 
come  out  of  college  with  a firm  con- 
viction of  his  superiority.  Business 
success,  or  for  that  matter  any  suc- 
cess, depends  upon  something  more 
than  mere  technical  knowledge 
ability.” 

He  continued  by  .saying  that  busi- 
ness today  is  not  a mere  matter  of 
routine.  It  requires  creative  thought 
and  the  men  who  have  succeeded  arc 
the  ones  who  have  this  creative 
thought  and  are  the  ones  who  are  so 
necessary  to  any  community. 

In  closing  he  offered  nine  rules  of 
success  which  he  feels  are  vital  in 
gaining  success. 

"1.  Keep  your  eyes  off  the  clock- 

2.  Do  not  think  of  salary  of  what 
you  are  getting  from  the  company, 
but  how  well  you  are  serving  your 
firm. 

3.  Be  tolerant. 

4.  Do  not  run  down  competitors 
or  their  goods. 

5.  Be  careful  before  you  make  a 
contract,  but  having  entered  into  one. 
even  though  it  be  verbal,  live  up  to 
every  word  of  your  bargain. 

6.  Never  misrepresent 

7.  Never  try  to  get  ahead  by 
climbing  over  others;  get  ahead  by 
yourself. 

8.  Remember  to  have  respect  for 
the  men  about  you. 

9.  Make  and  sell  goods  on  their 
quality.”

TO  COLLEGE  PEOPLE 


“My  dream,"  says  Walter  F.  Wan- 
ger.  General  Manager  of  the  Produc- 
tion Department  of  Paramount  Fam- 
ous Lasky  Corporation,  in  an  inter- 
view with  Julia  Pegler,  “is  an  edu- 
cational community  center  where  the 
talking  motion  will  bring  t6  the  poor- 
est person  the  great  academic  advan- 
tages of  the  day. 

“In  the  morning  there  would  be  a 
lecture,  perhaps  by  Elsie  De  W’olfe, 
on  interior  decoration,  or  by  Professor 
Einstein  on  his  theory  of  relativity. 
In  the  afternoon  and  evening,  there 
would  be  concerts  by  great  singers 
and  musicians,  lectures  by  the  most 
learned  men  and  women  in  the  world,

Professor  Advocates 
New  Style  University 

Smashing  at  the  very  foundation  of 
“higher  education”  Professor  Daniel 
E.  Phillips  of  the  University  of  Den- 
ver, advocates  a "new  type  university” 
in  the  current  number  of  “School  and 
Society.” 

The  new  type  university  would  ig- 
nore athletics,  abolish  sororities  and 
fraternities,  banish  examinations  and 
eliminate  the  grading  system. 

There  would  be  no  entrance  re- 
quirements and  no  tuition  fees. 

From  this  institution  which  would 
confer  Ho  diploma  would  be  driven 
the  flapper,  the  loafer,  the  sport  and 
the  idle  rich. 

“My  purpose,”  says  Professor  Phil- 
lips, when  questioned  on  the  matter 
“is  not  to  patch  up  a rotten  ship.  I 
propose  the  building  of  a new  type 
ship.” 

Scores  Emphasis  on  Research 
Work 

He  deals  with  asserted  emphasis 
placed  on  research  work  and  accepted 
high  standing  of  the  instructor  who 
has  dabbled  in  it. 

“Has  not  this  craze  for  research  al- 
ready overshadowed  teaching  ability 
and  does  it  not  cause  the  college  tea- 
cher to  become  absorbed  in  his  own 
private  aims,  reputation  and  salary?” 

Professor  Phillips  speaks  only  in  a 
general  way  of  his  new-type  institu- 
tion which  would  stimulate  “culture, 
scholarship  and  invention  of  the 
highest  type.” 

No  especial  duration  would  be  set 
in  the  school,  no  entrance  require- 
ments would  be  made,  and  no  one 
would  be  graduated. 

The  student  should  have  opportuni- 
ty for  proper  physical  and  social  cul- 
ture, but  secret  social  orders  and  ath- 
letics, he  should  be  nformed,  belong 
which  he  had  a chance  to  choose  when 
he  entered  this  institution. 

The  propogator,  Mr.  Phillips,  be-

No  one  with  an  inkling  of 
thrills  that  are  the  sport  lover's,  oi 
of  college  loyalty  and  spirit^  has  fail 
ed  to  breath  a word  in  speculation  of 
the  chances  that  the  B.  Y.  U.  team 
has  this  year  of  winning  a champion- 
ship in  basketball. 

Whether  it  be  in  state  or  conference 
competition  it  will  be  a title  well 
earned.  As  defending  champions  of 
the  state  title  the  Cougars  record  in 
practice  games  augurs  well. 

But  the  big  shot  is  the  chase  after 
the  conference  title.  Montana  State, 
three  time  champions  in  consecutive 
years,  is  heralded  as  its  own  successor 
and  with  four  veterans  from  last  year 
back  in  togs  the  Bobcats  are  indeed 
strong.  No  real  basis  of  comparison, 
however,  has  been  afforded  getween 
Montana  State  and  any  one  of  the 
other  colleges  of  the  Western  Divi- 
sion. Montana  has  not  shown  the 
unstoppable,  powerful  offensive  that  it 
had  last  year,  but  it  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  Bobcats  have  been 
meeting  some  of  the  best  teams  in  the 
nation. 

Montana  Weaker 

The  conference  champion  team  of 
last  year,  intact,  would  probably  have 
made  a much  better  showing  than  the 
Bobcat  quintet  has  made  so  far,  which 
is  the  only  comparative  measuring 
stick  applicable.  Though  only  one 
man  is  lost  to  the  Bobcat  team  this 
year  it  is  being  proved  that  he  was 
the  main  cog  of  strength  in  the 
Wonder  Team’s  attack  last  year.  That 
man  is  Breeden,  guard. 

Montana  won  from  Brigham  Young 
last  year  by  perhaps  the  largest  score 
that  it  won  from  any  of  the  other 
conference  teams,  but  not  always  by 
the  biggest  margin.  B.  Y.  U.  played 
the  same  type  of  ball  that  the  Bob- 
cats played,  a game  at  which  the 
latter  were  masters,  and  it  was  here 
that  the  big  Montana  guard,  Breeden, 
did  the  most  damage  to  the  Y hopes. 

Not  only  being  superb  on  defense. 

Breeden  had  the  most  deadly  accurate 
long  whip  pass  of  any  man  in  the 
conference  and  these  passes  from 
basket  to  basket  always  found  Thomp- 
son, who  scored.  Thus,  whenever  a 
B.  Y.  U.  shot  went  haywire — and  the 
Cougars  took  many  shots — it  meant  a 
score  for  Montana.
